Grow- 
ing wheat has reached such a stage now 
that some idea can be gained of.its actual 
condition. According to the best opinions, 
the crop will not exceed 35 per cent of what 
it was in this county last year, when the 
yield was 7,000,000 bushels. It is shrnking 
and of poor quality. Now the weeds are 
threatening it, and, unless the conditions 
improve ai once, and a rain fall which will 
soak the ground into a subsoil, the yie‘d 
will not be 25 per cent. The poor condition 
is due to lack of moisture last year. Hard 
and soft wheat have suffered alike. There 
has been considerable rain this spring, ihe 
last falling a week ago, but, because of 
the drought last year, it has not moistened 
the subsoil. Growing oats seem to be in 
fair condition. Little corn has been p.ant- 
ed. The farmers are in better shape to 
stand a short crop than ever before, as they 
have had several good yields. 

WICHITA, Kan., April 22.—The crop out- 
look in this section is good. The drouth 
had not been severe but the hard winds 
were damaging.

CHICAGO, April 22.—Although promised 


relief from the hot and dusty winds that 
put the thermometer at 84 degrees yester- 
day, Chicago is still wy Fg ger uns-a- 
sonably warm weather. t 10 o'clock today 
the temperature was 74 degrees, and was 
rapidly rising.

League St. Louis Club, announced that he 
would apply Wednesday morning for re- 
straining orders against all the players who 
left his team to join that of the St. Louis 
American League. 

The men are: Jack Harper, Willie Sud- 
hoff, Jack Powell, Rhoderick Wallace, Rich- 
ard Padden, Emmett Heidrick and Jesse 
Burkett. The last-named player dec’ares 
he is bound in no way ¢o the National 
League club owner, 

Mr. Robison states that his attorney, 
John H. Overall, 1s at present out of the 
city, but that he will be in St. Louis to- 
morrow in time to institute proceedings. 

With Mr. Overall in the case will be 
Judges Russell and Bond of Cleveland and 
Attorney Schofield. 

Mr. Robison declared his intention to pre- 
vent these men from playing at all with 
the American League if the courts were 
with him.

FIRE ADDED TO THE HORRORS OF 
THE SHOCK. 


The Panic-Stricken People Fled From 
the Town, Seeking Greater Safety 
in the Open Lands on the Vi- 

brating Mountain Slopes. 


SOSHEOSESOSOOSCOOS 
HOME OF EARTHQUAKES. 


Central and South America have been 
called the home of the earthquake. They 
are of aimost dally occurrence, but have 
been dextructive only at long interval. 

In 1773 Santiago, the capital of Guate- 
maia, disappeared in a night, swallowed by 
the earth 

In 1797 the whole country between Santa 
Fe and Quito, South America, was disrupted 
aml wholly changed in character. In this 
catastrophe 40,000 lives were loet. 

Caracas, in Venezuela, was buried under 
6) feet of water In 1812 and 10,000 persons 
drowned. 

In Peru and Bevador in 1868 25,000 lives 
were lost and 20,000 persons left homeless 
by earthquake. 

In 1875 14,000 persons perished in Oo- 
lomrbia. 

San Salvador, Central America, has been 
partially destroyed 11 times, and so fre- 
quent are the oscilations of the carth that 
the capital 1» known as ‘The Swinging 
City." 
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GUATEMALA CITY, Gautemala (Mon- 
day), April 21.—The details which are being 
received here of the result of the earth- 
quake shocks which were general through- 
out Guatemala Friday, Saturday and Sun- 
day, show that Solola, Nahuala, Amatitlan, 
and San Juan were badly 
damaged, and that Quezaltenango was 
partly obliterated Fire added to the hor- 
rors at the last named place. 

Two hundred persons were killed, tnostly 
womer,. and many were injured, 

For several days the signs by 
seismic disturbances are foretold in this 
voleanic region have been observaél. The 
volcanoes nave been unusually active and 
deep subterranean rumblings and slight 
tremors have been felt. Such things are 
not uncommon in Cenfral America, how- 
ever, and while they created a feeling of 
uneasiness, there was no great alarm felt. 

At Quezaltenango, a beautiful city, lo- 
cated 7740 feet above the sea level'on a 
plateau south of the volcano, Cerro Que- 
mando, the home of many wealthy Gua‘e- 
malans, the first real shock was felt Sat- 
urday morning.

“Under such an ordinance as the one 
which I am. preparing, it will be a mis- 
demeanor to resist the vaccine physsicians. 

‘I shall also ask the ways and means 
committee of the Council and House, who 
are about to frame the annual appropria- 
tion bill, for a largely increased amount for 
combatting the spread of smallpox. An in- 
crease of $25,000 or more is needed in this 
work. 

‘There is no reason why a civilized com- 
munity, properly cared for, should have 
smallpox. The disease can be stamped 
cut, but it can be done only by universal 
vaccination and by house-to-house inspec- 
tion. and fumigation. 

“Vaccination cannot be abandoned. Fum- 
igation and inspection would ‘be ineffeciive 
without it. If I am exposed to a man who 
has smallpox it does me no good to Rave 
the fumigators visit his house the same day. 
T'nless I have been vaccinated, I will be in 
danger of smallpox in spite of all the fum- 
igators can do at his house or mine, after 
I have once been exposed.” 


Cleveland Has Stamped 
Out the ae 
: ‘ . *. * Are. 

The attention of the health’ co 
was called to the action 6f” 
commissioner of Cleve- 
land, O., who has discharged the city’s 
corps of vaccine physicians and employed 
in their stead inspectors and fumigators, 
withthe result, as he has reported, of 
stamping out smallpox in Cleveland. 

In a recent report, Dr. Friedrich said: 

It affords me great pleasure to state that the 
house-to-house disinfection freed Cleveland from 
smalipox. Since Aug. 23, 1901, to this very hour 
of writing, not a single case has originated in this 
city, but seven cases were imported. The disease 
raged here uninierruptedly since 1898. We relied 
upon vaccination and quarantine as the most ef- 
fective weapons to combat it, but in apite of all 
our efforts it doubled itself every year and was 
in a fair way of repeating the record of last year, 
as in 1900 we had 003 cases, and from Jan. 1 to 
July 21, 1901, the number amounted ‘to 1223. On 
thie date I was called to take charge of the health 
office, with 17 cases on hand. I had been in the 
city’s employ ever since 1800, and it had fajien 
to my tot to investigate and diagnose most of the 
eases of smallpox that occurred in Cleveland. 
During tha time 1 observed that, after disinfec- 
tion with formaldehyde of a house in which we 
had found smallpox, never another case could be 
traced to this houss. On the other hand, vaccina- 
tion had given use many untoward symptoms. Fre- 
quently !t did no: ‘‘take’’ at all. One-fourth of al! 
cases Sor eee sepsis instead of vaccinia. Some 
arms swelled clear down to the wriet joint, with 
pieces of flesh as big as a silver dollar and twice 
as thick dropping right out, leaving an ugly, sup 
purating wound, which to heal took in many cases 
over three months. Finally, four cases of tetanus 
developed afier vaccination, so that the people 
became alarmed, and rightly so. 

I laid these facts before Mayor Johnson and pro- 

to stop vaccination entirely and instead of it 
disinfect eye ge with formaldehyde every sec- 
tion of the city where smallpox had made its ap 
pearance; also to give the city a general cleaning 
up. The mayor not only consented to my plan, but 
ales gave me all a'd needed. I formed two squads 
of disinfectors, preferring medical atudents for the 
work. Each squad consisted of 20 men, with a 
regular sanitary pairolman ax their head, and 
each man provided with a formaldehyde 
enerator. Thus equipped they started out to dis- 
nfect every section of the city where the disease 
had shown its head, and @very howe in this sec- 
tion, no matter if emal'pox bad been within or 
not, and every room, nook and corner of the house 
special attention being pald to winter clothes that 
had been stored away, presumably laden with 
germs. It took over three months io do the work, 
but the’ result was most gratifying. After July

INVESTIGATED 


Joseph A. Wherry Instructed 
to Examine Prices Paid 
for Printing. 


NO CHARGES ARE PREFERRED 


MR. WELLS. WISHES TO LEARN IF 
FIGURES ARE EXORBITANT. 


Declares He Is Merely Exercising His 
Official Prerogative and That 
Charges Against Former 
Speaker Kelly Are Not 
Involved. 


Mayor Wells is investigating the office of 
City Register P. R. Fitzgibbon. 

Under the mayor's orders Joseph A. 
Wherry is examining the prices paid by 
the city for printing since Mr. Fitzg:bbon 
assumed office, and is preparing a report 
detailing the results of his observations. 

Mayor Wells says that no charges have 
been filed against Mr. Fitzgibbon, and that 
in causing the present investigation ‘to be 
made he is merely exercising one of the 
prerogatives of his office. ; 

City Register Fitzgibbon says he courts 
the fullest investigation, and expresses the 
opinion that the report of Mr. Wherry or 
any other investigator can show nothing 
detrimental to his. conduct of the office. 

The action of the city register in award- 
ing small printing contracts to former 
Speaker Kelly of the House of Delegates, 
and companies with which he is interested, 
are thought to have a bearing on the cause 
for the present investigation. 

Mayor Wells, however, says that the 
Kelly contracts are not responsible for Mr. 
Wherry’s unusual commission. 

“There has been rumors about the city 


letters in that connection,’’ said the mayor 
Tuesday morning. “But no charges were 
filed against Mr. Fitzgibbon in connection 
with the Kelly contracts or anything else. 

“I simply decided to exercise the author- 
ity I have as mayor to ascertain whether 
the prices the city has been paying for 
printing have been exeessive. 

‘“‘Mr. Wherry has not yet made his report, 
ard, therefore, I am not yet officially in- 
formed in regard to the subject.”’ 

Report Will 
Be Exhaustive. 

Mr. Wherry apparently intends to make 
his report exhaustive. Several depart- 
ments of the city government have been 
requested by him to furnish lists of all the 
printing done for their respective depart- 
ments ginee Mr. Fitzgibbon took hold with 
the prices paid for each item. 

It is reported that Mr.. Wherry intends 
to submit these prices to three large print- 
ing establishments and secure from them 
estimates of what would have been a reas- 
onable price for each item and to include 
all this information in his report to Mayor 
Wells. 

‘“T court the fullest investigation into my 
office,”” Mr. Fiizgibbon said to the Post- 
Dispatch Tuesday. ‘I am certain that any 
discoveries made by investigators will re- 
flect favorably upon my administration of 
affairs. Mr. Wherry's report, I feel sure, 
will show that I have lived rigidly up to 
the law in the conduct of ‘this office. 

“When “I took hold of the office it was 
in worse shape, probably, than any depart- 
ment of the city government. The scandal 
over the discovery that counterfeit license 
plates were in existence, and that counter- 
feit licenses were being sold, was then in 
full swing. I immediately took steps, as 
the’ guardian of the city’s plates, to have 
an ordinance introduced that would effec- 
tively stop: this traffic. 

“Tt had been found that there was no ef- 
fective means of prosecuting the men impli- 
cated in the scandal. 

‘‘T had the following license drawn up and 
introduced. into the assembly which was 
passed and which has since saved the city 
$70,000: . 

** ‘Section ‘1a Ony person making use of or having 


license tag or plate not procured at the office of 
the license eollector of the City of St. Louis, or 
making use of or having in his possession a stolen 
or counterfeit vehicle license plate or dog license 
tag or plate, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon cenviction thereof shall be subject to a fine 
of not less than ten dollars nor more than fire 
hundred dollars for every such offense.’ *' 

Has Lived Up to 

the Law, He Says. 

“In advertising for bids for the new 
plates I made the specifications ironclad so 
as to prevent the possibility of counter- 
feiting. 

“T menticn this to show the manner in 
which I have conducted the office gener- 
ally. 

“T have lived up to the law just as rigidly 
in regard to the city printing. Where the 
law said I should advertise for bids I have, 
in every case, done so.

“There is just one thing I want to add. 
I wish to state that I have violated the law 
in one instance. Section 1927 of the revised 
ordinances provides that all printing to be 
done for the city shall be done under the 
supervision of the city register. 

“The printing of the $5,000,000 of World's 
Fair bonds comes under the general pro- 
vision. But I. violated the law by turning 
over to Mr. Player, the city comptroller, the 
privilege of having these bonds printed. 

“Why? If I had advertised for bids for 
printing these bonds, it would have been 
necessary to award the contract to the 
lowest bidder. Some wild-cat company 
with no standing in the financial world 
might have come in here and made the 
lowest bid. 

“Then what would have happened? The 
brokers in London and elsewhere will buy 
readily the bonds printed by the American 
Bank Note Co. of New York. In fact, if 
printed by another less well Known com- 
pany, it might be difficult to find a mar- 
ket for them.

TERMINAL CO. HINTS AT FRAUD 


Says Municipal Assembly Passed Clark 
Avenue Bridge Ordinance Through 
Motives Other Than Patriotic. 


Fraud in the Municipal Assembly is al- 
leged in the answer of the Terminal Rail- 


way Association to the suit of the city for 
$150,000 for the erection of a bridge on Clark 
avenue over the Union Station sheds.

AMBASSADORS VS. MINISTERS 


FORMER TAKE PRECEDENCE AND 
CAUSE SOME CHAGRIN. 


The Pathetic Case of Senor Romero of 
Mexico, Who Was Always First, 
but Was Made an Ambas- 
sador When It Was 
Too Late. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—For more than 
1700 successive Thursdays (barring the few 
that have been legal holidays) and for a 
period extending over 32 years, the several 
secretaries of state have received the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps for the trans- 
action of international business. 

Diplomatic reception day is always an 


important occasion at the state department. 
The secretary of state reaches his office 
earlier than usual, for he knows that three 
hours of his time which would otherwise 
be devoted to the preparation of letters, the 
signing of commissions, and necessary de- 
partment routine, must be given up to in- 
terviews with ambassadurs and ministers. 
So the secretary tries to dispatch as much 
work as he can before his privileged visi- 
tors begin to arrive. 

When a member of the diplomatic corps 
reaches the state department on Thursday 
he goes to the diplomatic ante-room, a 
small aprtment on the second floor, where 
an attendant takes charge of his coat and 
hat. and another attendant carries his card 
to the secretary of state. There the diplo- 
matic visitor awaits his turn. When the 
secretary is ready to receive him the diplo- 
mat igs informed by the attenGant. who 
ushers him into the diplomatic reception 
room, where the secretary is waiting. The 
attendant closes the door and waits outside 
until the secretary and his visitor have 
finish24. 

Hamilton Fish of New York, who was 
secretary of state from 1869 to 1877, es- 
tablished the custom of having a special 
day for the reception of foreign representa- 
tives. Mr. Fish fixed the hours at from 
11 o’clock in the morning until 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and there was no change 
in that arragement until Richard Olney 
became secretary of state in 1895. 

Mr. Olney was a prompt and methodical 
man. When he wae attorney-general he 
always left the department of justice to go 
to luncheon at 1 o’clock sharp. On the first 
diplomatic reception day of his experience as 
secretary of state Mr. Olney found that he 
was expected to talk with his diplomatic 
visitors uatil 2 o'clock. Mr. Olney was very 
hungry whcn 1 o'clock came, but he could 
not, without offense. refuse to see the din- 
lomats who were still waiting for an audi- 
ence, so he stuck it out until the regular 
hour. But after that a new rule went into 
effect. Mr. Olnev fixed the period for the 
ate Be ae of dinlomats at from 10 a. m. 
until 1 p m. That arrangement has not 
been changed. 


Much Form in 


the Receptions. 

The utmost punctiliousness {s observed 
in receiving the members of the diplo- 
matic corps. An ambassador always takes 
precedence over a minister. The attend- 
ants knuw the rules and observe them 


strictly. In Mr. Fish’s day there were no 
ambassadors accredited to the United 
States. This country was not considered 
important enough by the powers of Europe 
to receive the distinction of having direct 
personal representatives of sovereigns sent 
to it. In 1893 Congress provided that if 
any nation sent an ambassador to the 
United States the American mission to that 
nation should be raised to the rank of an 
embassy. Baron Fava, the Italian min- 
ister, was then the dean of the diplomatic 
body in Washington, by virtue of longest 
service. The first ambassador accredited to 
this government would become dean on ac- 
count of his superior rank. Baron Fava 
did not intend to lose his honorary posi- 
tion if he could prevent it, so he promptly 
notified his government of the action of 
Congress, 2a delicate hint that he would 
like to become an ambassador. Lord 
Pauncefote of Preston. then Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, was the British minister. He 
also notified his government, and probably 
gave an intimation that if he were desig- 
nated in the highest diplomatic grade be- 
fore Baron Fava received new credentials 
the British representative would have the 
additional honor of being dean of the dip- 
lomatic corps in the United States. Lord 
Pauncefote got his credentials first, and 
presented them to President Cleveland on 
April 11, 1893. He thereupon superseded 
Baron Fava as dean of the corps, and stil] 
holds that honorary and honorable position. 
When the highest rank in the diplomatic 
body in Washington was envoy extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary, the 
late Senor Romero of Mexico ranked next 
to Baron Fava as the oldest member in the 
corps Senor Romero was always the first 
diplomat to reach the state department on 
diplomatic, reception days. Before there wags 
an ambassador in Washington the first min- 


ister who came to the department was the 
first received by the secretary of state.

When the rank of amabassa- 
dor was created Senor Romero had IHiitle 
trouble. as an ambassador is a dignified 
and leisurely person, who, being privileged 
to enter the secretary of state's presence 
when he pleased, provided no other ambas- 
sador is ahead of him, has no occasion to 
get to the state department at the incon- 
veniently early hour of 10 o'clock. So ali 
went swimmingly for Senor Romero on 
diplomatic reception days, until one morn- 
ing when, just,as the attendant was about 
to announce the Mexican representative, an 
ambassador arrived at the diplomatic ante- 
room.

Never Presented 
Higher Credentials. 

Poor Senor Romero! No man in the diplo- 
matic circle was better liked than he, and 
none was recognized as more able. Appar- 
ently silent, and even morosé to the casual 
observer, he was to his friends a man of 


charming conversational ability, and his 
home, where his accomplished American 
wife acted the hostess to perfection, was 
one of the most popular in the capital. 
When Senor Romero went to the Mexican 
legation from the state department on the 
day of his unfortunate experience with the 
ambassadors he wrote to his government 
explaining how his own rank had interfered 
with the transaction.of busines concerning 
Mexico and the United States. The Mex- 
ican foreign office was quick to respond. It 
had been some time contemplating an ac- 
knowledgment of the faithfu and valuable 
services of its representative in W antag: 
ton by raising him to ambassador rank, 
and the Mexican mission _here was prompt- 
ly created an embassy. But Senor Romero 
never presented the credentials which made 
him the equal in rank of Lord Pauncefote, 
Baron Fava and the other ambassadors. 
When the credentials reached Washington 
omero was dying. 
“ect qa cloud that darkened the sky of 
the diplomatic corps in the vexations caused 
to the ministers by the eater privileges 
of the ambassadors on diplomatic reception 
days was not without its silver lining. The 
story of how Senor Romero had been forced 
to yield an audience with the secretary of 
state to an ambassador who reached the 
state department half an hour after the 
Mexican representative was talked about 
among the ministers. Some of them had ex- 
periences similar to that of Senor Romero, 
and these caused more talk. Finally the 
ambassadors heard that the ministers were 
chafi over what they believed be a 
proper consideration on the

J. M. Page, secretary of the National 
Fiditorial Association, stated to the Post- 
Dispatch that it was not only the impres- 
sion among the editors that the World's 
Fair would not be held next year, but that 
the indications pointed to a postponement 
to 1905. 

“T do not believe,” he said, ‘‘the foreign

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HOW TO CONQUER SMALLPOX. 


In view of the renewed effort of the St. Louis Health Depart- 
ment to enforce vaccination as a means of preventing the spread 
of smallpex, the Post-Dispatch desires to emphasize the testi- 
mony of Dr. Martin Friedrich, chief of the health department 
of Cleveland, O., with regard to his successful campaign against 
smallpox. 

When Dr. Friedrich took hold of the work smallpox was raging, 
and had raged in Cleveland since 1898. From January ist to July 
ist, 1901, the date of the beginning of Dr. Friedrich’s campaign, 
there were 1223 cases. Within a month and a half smallpox had 
been driven. out of Cleveland and not a single case has originated 
‘here since. Seven cases have been reported, but there has been 
no contagion. 

This wonderful result was accomplished without the use of 
vaccine. Dr. Friedrich dropped vaccination entirely and sub- 
stituted cleanliness and fumigation. Instead of treating the well 
people cf Cieveland he struck at the disease and its causes. He 
removed the cause of the disease. 

Vaccination was dropped because it was found that it was a 
failure 1s a means of protection. The people were afraid of it 
on account of the development of cases of lockjaw and other 
diseases arising from !ts application. It was impossible to get 
all the people vaccinated. In many cases the vaccine did not 
take. 

Dr. Friedrich therefore struck directly at the cause. He made 
a searching investigation; found every case of smallpox and by 
close questioning traced exposed persons. He fumigated every 
house and every article in every house where there was or had 
been smal!pox. 

The result was that smallpox was conquered—cleaned and 
smoked out. 

The same conditions that prevailed in Cleveland exist in St. 
Louis. The method of vaccination is ineffectual. Many people 
refuse or neglect to be vaccinated. Many fear it. In many cases 
the vaccine fails to ‘‘take.”’ In some cases other diseases worse 
than smallpox ‘“‘take.”’ 

Why don’t the health officers follow Dr. Friedrich’s example 
and atiack the causes of the disease instead of vainly attacking 
the healthy people? Why don't they try a campaign of cleanli- 
ness and fumigation? ; 

If it were possible to vaccinate the whole population, vaccina- 
tion might be effectual. But it is impossible to vaccinate a 
fourth of the pcpulation. This being so, common sense leads 
to the conclusion that the method is bound to be a failure. The 
money ard labor wasted in ineffectual efforts to vaccinate the 
community would do much to clean out the nests of the disease. 


If there were common sense, initiative and energy in our 
Health Department, within two months there would not be 
a case of smallpox in St. Louis. 


The burning of fifty-four houses in the residence district of Kan- 
sas City ‘s remarkable. Residences are considered comparatively 
safe from large fires. * Rarely more than one burns at a time. 
A block of houses with no store on the corner is certainly not 
likely to be burned. It seems that the Kansas City conflagration 
was carried from a grocery to the other buildings by a strong 
wind. 


The presence of large and increasing Sunday crowds at the 
World's Fair grourds while there is so little yet to see, isa striking 
evidence of the great interest felt in the vast enterprise.

NEW YORK, April 22.—James J. Corbett 
and Bob Fitzsimmons, who five years agu 
fought an historic battle for the heavy- 
weight championship of the world at Car- 
son City, Nev., met again with the gloves 
yesterday, for the first time since the de- 
feat of Corbett.

Capable of Dislodging an Army From 
Intrenchments—Its Use Will Great- 
dy Increase the Mortality of 
Modern Warfare.

He took out his first patent on 
this idea more than a year ago and at that 
time Assistant Secretary of War Meikle- 
john pronounced Mr. MclIntyre’s projectile 
the best he had ever seen. The Brooklyn 
fnventor has been hard at work on im- 
provements to the device upon which he 
Obtained the first patent and now has a 
rocket which he regards as nearly perfect 
@s such a device can be made. 
The war rocket, as designed by Mr. Mc- 
Intyre has a very definite and somewhat 
ricted us in time of war, but at the same 
time it fills a gap which no other engine of
